Industries .  These,  in  the  main,  retain  their  pre-v/ar  character, 

though,  in  some  cases,  ther^i;  have  been  changes  due  to  the  mar, 

Populat ion.  As  a  reception  area  the  population  has  increased 

somc\jhat ;  last  year  the  number  dropped  materially  ovmng  to 
rehabilitation  but  during  1943  it  has  only  decrea.sed  slightly. 

Hostels  &  requisitioned  houses.  These  arc  distributed  through¬ 

out  the  toi:n  for  evacuated  persons. 


Day  Nursery.  ’  The  nursery  built  by  the  Ministry  last  year  for  bhe 
children  of  mothers  ihio  go  to  work,  is  much  appreciated  and-  is 
admirably  managed  by  matron-  and  her  staff.  The  staff  consists  of 
Matron,  1  deputy  matron,  1  .warden  and  7  assistants.  The  nursery 
will  accommodate  48  children  and  the  average  daily  -attendance  has 
been  24,  \yith  a  maximum  of  36,  The  children  are  under  periodic 
medical  supervision  and  thei’e  have  been  no  serious  epidemics,  during 
the  year. 


Social  Centre.  This  centre  for  evacuated  women  is  open  daily  and  is 
provided  with  faciliU^js  for  washing,  needlework,  baths  and  recreation. 
It  is  not  in  so  much  demand  as  in  pr^-vious  years. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  still  rising  and  is  ag-ain  higher  than  the  previouv' 
'■  year,

Hone  ilursin,e%  One  diet  riot  nUrsq-nidYJifc '  is  provided  by  the  local 

hospital  (subsidised  by. the  local . authority ) .  No  occasion  has 
arisen  for  the  provi slop ' of  any  extra  hone -nursing. 


Centres  and  Clinics,  '  Ther-..  arc  no  treatnent  clinics  other  than 
the  Scabies  clinic  (q.v.).  The  M.  &  C.  W.  clinic  holds  -sessions 
every  7/cclnesday  afternoon  and  is  under  the  c-are  of  the  Health 
Visitor  and  a  staff  of  voluntary  lady-helpers;  a  doctor  -attends 
every  session  and  sees  local  and  evacuated  persons  on  alternate 
Uednos'days.  There  is  one  ?jhole-tir.ic  Health  Visitor  for  residents 
and  a  part -tiriic  visitor  for  evacuees.  All  children  und^r  5  are  also 
visited -at  their  houses.  The  Health  Visitors  also  distribute  co.d- 
livcr  oil  and  fruit  juices  at  the  clinic  on  specified  days'.  • 

Hospitals.  There  is  one  saall  voluntary  hospital  \-;ith  about 

20  beds  for  gener.al  cases  and  -a  aaturnity  v/ard  of  15  beds.  The' 

hospital  is  subsidised  by  the  local  authority'-.  There  is  also  a 

Public  Assistance  Infirmary  with  50  beds. 

Diphtheria  Prophyl-axis.  The  Council  continues  to  provide'  the  moans 

for  all  children  under  15  to  be  immunised  free  of  c.,st,  those  under  5 
at  the  M.  L  C.  W.  clinic  and  over  5  at  the  schools.  Too  much"  ■ 
importance  cannot  be  attached  to  the  v.’hole -hearted  co-operation  of  the- 
masters  and  mistresses  of  the  schools  in  this  connection  -  it  is 

largely  due  to  their  ..help  that  95^  of  the  school  children  have,  been  in¬ 

oculated.  Over  80^  of  the  under  5’s  have  also  been  protected. 


Scabies  Clinics.  The  child  clinic,  provid..d  by  the  Ministry,  for 
scabies  and  impetigo  mas  closed  early  in  the  year  for  Is.ck  of  cases. 
The  adult  clinic  for  scabies,  provided  and  maintained  by  the  local' 
authority,  is  open  each  week  one  day  for  men  and  one  day. for  \vomen, 

A  few  of  the  surrounding  rural  areas  have  joined  in  the  maintenanoe 
of  the  clinic.  During  the  year  96,  cases  were  Lreatcd»,of  .mdiicii  64  ' 
were  from  the  Urban  area  and  52  from  the  neighbouring  districts.

Unfortunately  the  conditions  inposed  by  the  Ministry 
were  such  that  the  cost  of  including  thcr:!  was  conside.rcd  Ty  the 
Council  to  be  prohibitive  and  the  ir.’oposal  vjas  not  proceeded  with. 

In  consequence  there  was  a  gradual  w'orsening  of  the.  posit  ion  all 
through  the  year  and  this  bcociic  serious  by  the  end  of  the  Surmior. 
Despite  intensive  propaganda  and  strict  economy,  the  position  became 
critical  at  30th  October,  1943o  The,  Engineer . state s  that  after 
ccnsultation  with  other  Officers  concerned,  it  was  decided  to  bring 
into  operation  the  eacrgcircy  scheme  (sec  previous  year’s  report)

S\'yimming  Bath,  The  Council’s  covered  swimming  pool  is  equipped 
with  a  Paterson  filtering,  chlorinating  and  aerating  plant,  which 
has  operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the  Summer  season,  Cne 
sample  of  the  water  was  submitted  for  examination  on  July  8th  and  the 
report  stated  ”Coliform  organisms  , absent  from  ,10  CcCSo  Plate 
culture  sterile p” 

Rats  and  Mice  Destructi^on,,  As  directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Food 
under  the"~lnfest  at  ion  Order  1945,  a  Survey  of  the  district  was 
undertaken  during  ...July  with,  the  object  of  ascertaining  the  presence’ 
of  any  major  infestations  of  rats  or  mice  as  defined  by  the  Ministry, 
The  resii.lt  of  the  Survey  revealed  that  the  infestations  encountered 
Y^ere  scattered  and  of  a 'minor  nature,  and  premises  generally,  .were  under 
good  control.  A  report  on  these  lines  was  accordingly  forwarded  to 
the  Ministry. 

T\^i'o  employees  of  the  Council  attended 
in  Leicester  a  short  course  of  instruction  in  methods  of  destroying 
rodents,  under  arrangements  made  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  with  a 
view  -to  assisting  in  the  Campaign  as  occasion  requires. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the 

Leicestershire  Urban  District  Council’ s  As sociation,  applicat ion' vjas 
made  to  the  Leicestershire  County  Council  for  the  d.-;  legal  ion  of  their 
powers  and  duties  und.sr  the  Reds  and  Mice  Destruction  Act  1919  to  this 
Council,  and  consequently  the  t?cansfer  of  these  powers  was  effected  on 
August  3rd,  and  the  Council’s  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  Rats 
Officer  under  the  Act  on  September  7th,  .  _  . 

Various  meetings  of  representative.?  of 
Local  Authorities  in  the  County  and  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  took  place 
with  a  view  to  ensuring  the  co-operation  of  adjoining  districts  by  the 
formation  of  ”v\/orkable  areas”  consisting  of  groups  of  Local 
Authorities,  Th*t  Council  finally  decided  to  investigate  the 
a.dvisability  of  .joining  with  the  Market  Harborough  Rural  District 
Council  in  the  appointment  of  a.  full-time  Rats  Officer  for  the  two 
areas. 

Co-operation  has-been  maintained  also 
vdth  the  Divisional  Rodent  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  cud  the 
County  Pests  Officer  of  the  War  Agricultural  Executive  Committee,  in. 
so  far  as  their  respective  duties  arc  concerned. 

On  December  8th,  the  Ministry  of  Food 
served  directions  upon  the  Council  undv^r  the  Infestations  Order  1943, 
to  proceed  with  the  vjork  of  rats  and  mice  dustruction  in  the  district.

HOUSING. 


The  Health  Comittee  gave  serious  consideration  to  Circular 
2828A  fror.1  the  Ministry  of  Health  regarding  the  repair  and 
naintenance  of  buildings,  particularly  in  view  of  the  difficulty 
experienced  in  obt-:.ining  the  prompt  r^-pair  of  the  more  urgent  types 
of  defects  in  houses.  The  Council’s  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector 
were  deputed  to  interview  the  builders  in  the  district  for  the.  purpose 
of  obtaining  particulars  of, their  staffs  and  amount  of  work  outstand¬ 
ing.  It  o-ppeared  that  a  large  proportion  of  the.  firms  consisted  of 
a  iua.stv.;rnan  only  and  that  many  of  the  mast  omen  and  operatives  were 
elderly  and  could  not  undertake  roof  and'  similar  repairs,  ichile  other 
firms  were  engaged  on  priority  \:jork.  The  matter  \ms  placed  before 
the  Ministry  of  V/orks,  with  the  result  that  there  ha.s  boon  a 
improvement  in  the  situation.  Although  builders  still  have 
siderable  aiaount  of  work  in  arrears,  it  has  been  possible  in  i...ost 
instances  for  defects  of  an  urgent  nature  to  bo  attended  to,  although 
in  so:.ie  cases  th^ore  has  been  a  certain  amount  of  d^lay,

A  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  und^r  ir  evailing  conditions 
is  very  apparent,  and  very  little  can  be  done  at  the  present  time  to 
relieve  the  situation.
